D PRACTICE 


OF UNITED CONTROL . 


By SIR C. W. GWYNN,. KCB, CMG, DSO. _ 


OR tho second time n debate in 
which ft .was proposed to 
‘discuss the {co-ordination of ‘the 
Defence Services, and the: possi- 
billty of establishing some form of 
Defence Ministry, resulted merely 
in an debate on our immodinte 
Defence polley. Nevertheless, the 
debate gave Mr. Baldwin an op- 
portunity of throwing Nght on tho, 
Processes by which our Defence 
policy Is formed, and especially on 
the part played by the Committee 
‘of Imperial Defence (C.LUD.). He 
also indicated that the Government 
- Were serjously conaldering whether 
the appointment of a Defence 
Minister to co-ordinate Defence 
mensures would be of service, and 
Nnvited suggestions. 


Broadly speaking, there sre 
‘three schools, of thought on the 
subject: 


(a) That -exiating arrangements 
‘are adequate and are deslgned to 
place reaponslbility for co-ordinat- 
ing National Defence directly on 
the Prime Minister and _ his 
Cabinet. That the appointment of 
a Defence Minister is, therefore, 
unneceasary, and would not ‘con- 
form to the spirit of the Constitu- 


tlon. 


b) That the existing system 
tharrottenlly assigns to the Prime 
Minister a task to which, with his 
many other preoccupationa, he 
cannot in practice give continuous 
-or sufficient attention. That the 
ayatem can in consequence be made 
to work satisfactorily only by | 
employing an understudy to the 
Prime Minister, who becomes while 
80 employed a close approuch to 
a Minister of Defence. , It is held 
that these conditions should — be 
recognised by the definite appoint- 
ment of a Defence Minister con- 
tinuously ,occupied with the co- 
ordination of the whole machinery 
of Defence—machinery which Is 
widely distributed through all the 
‘State Departments and in overy 
branch of national activity. Such 
‘a Minister to have advisory’ rather

(c) The third schoo) advocates

Finally, we sec the 
‘report of this sub-committce —re- 
‘viewed exhaustively “by a Minis- 
‘terlal Committee Which ‘had been 
‘appointed ‘to study the: Disarma- 
sment question, and which was com- 
posed mainly of the Ministerial 
Tembers .of the’ ..C.1.D., and pre- 
sided over-by the Prime Minister 
or Mr.. Baldwin; “From. its” com 
‘Position this Conimittes approach- 
ed: its task. of making ‘definite. 


recommendations to - the Govorn- 
ment with a vory thorough know. 
ledge of all matertal facts, 


This recapitulation shows that 
the Government cannot bo accused 
of hurried decisions, of keeping Its 
fown members fn -the dark, or of 
neglecting to consult or co-ordinate 
expert opinion. On the whole,-one 
finds it n reassuring picture, and 
one may note with srtisfaction the 
influence now exercised by the 
C.LD. In forming Defence policy 
in addition to the Invaluable ser- 
vice It performed in the pre-War 
period by bringing into Defence 
preparations organisations outaide 
the control of individual Sorvice 
Departmenta, . 


OVER-ELABORATE 


The eriticiam may perhaps be 
made that procedure was over- 
elaborate and cumbrous, and that 
it reveals n machinery which would 
not adapt itself to the actual con- 
duct of war, howeyer well It func: 
tiona in the study of Defence pre- 
paratlons. Although, therefore, 
we can congratulate ourselvos on 
{mprovements made since the pre- 
War ‘period, have we yet revched 
a stago at which wo should be wlae 
to leave well alone? That, I take 
it, fs what Mr. Baldwin meant 
when he invited discussion on the 
question whether the appointment 
of a Minister solely responsible for 
the co-ordination of a Defence 
policy would bo ‘of service. 


The arguments in favour of such 
& course appear to be strong, for 
we should, I think, realise that the 
Government, when faced with the 
necesalty of rovising their Defence 
poltey, were fortunate in being 
able to draw on the experience of 
those who either in a positive or 
hegative sense, had to an unusual 
degree been Concerned in Defence 
problems. The Prime Minister, 
Mr. Baldwin himself, and- the 
Ministerial Committee on Dis- 
armament were golng over a 
familiar course in a reverse direc- 
tion, ee 

Under normal conditiona Minia- 
| terial minds are apt to be absorb- 
ied in domestic polities to tha detrl> 
ment of their interest In Defence 
matters, and . Ministers cannot

Hankey’s wealth of experience, 
The appointment of a Defence 
Minister to carry out the duty of

T suppose that Mr, Baldwin's in-

CHILDREN'S POCKET-MONEY 


A week or two ago Mr. St. John 
Ervine started a discussion on the 
question of | children’s. pocket- 
money, whether it is markedly 
larger than It was, say, a genera- 
tion ago, From that discussion he 
has discovered that the pocket- 
money given to children, especially 
of the working and lower-middle. 
cinsses, is now anything from four 
to twelve times as large as It was 
in his childhood. From this’ he 
infers the falsity of propagandists’ 
assertions that the mass of the 
people are poor and becoming 
poorer. That side of the question 
might be debated for evermore 
without overcoming the _ political 
prejudices of the antagonists of 
capitalism, But what is to many 
thoughtful people 1 much’ more 
interesting and practical question 
is whether the child with a lot of 
pocket-money is happier than the 
child with little or none, Mr. 
Ervine has no doubt. He favours 
little money. There is one very 
important moral consideration. 
The child of to-day, given a large 
amount of pocket-money, buys its 
entertainments, whereas a child of 
forty years ago, given very little 
money, made its entertainment. 
The child of to-day is- becoming 
dangerously dependent on outside 
sources of amusement. As Mr. 
Ervine says, a boy who tan get a 
shillingsworth of ° fun out of a 
penny seems to have a_ great 
advantage over one who can only 
get 2 pennyworth of fun out of a 
shilling, we 


people appear ‘to have suddenly 
discovered that big ships are 
undesirable, because they are 
costly: and possibly uneconomic, 
and that three lesser vessels are 
to be preferred to one large ona 
any day. On the economic side, 
it is much too early to pronounce 
‘an opinion that would be more 
than mere guess-work. Certain 
it ia that the fashion or craze— 
call it. what one. will—is at the 
moment distinctly in favour of 
the huge luxury liner, and that 
chief maritime honours will 
naturally go-to the nation that 
has the best of them all, Also, 
it-is inevitable and justifiable 
that a country with the seafar- 
ing and shipbuilding traditions 
of Great: Britain should not be 
content wth a’back seat in this 
intensive competition. There is, 
therefore, no reason whatever to 
apologise for the Queen Mary. 
Her owners believe that she will 
be able to pay her way, and there 
can be little doubt that she will 
abundantly justify her existence, 
Meanwhile, it may be noted that 
on her trips both ways across the 
Atlantic the Normandie’s _ fine 
performances were achieved 
with something to spare. How- 
ever, the Queen Mary will be still 
more powerful, and it may there- 
fore be that the palm for speed 
may not be very long in French 
keeping. That,, however, ° re- 
mains to be seen. One thing is 
certain,. namely, .that the Nor- 
mandie’s feats ‘have added 
piquancy to the expected early 
appearance on. the high seas of 
Britain’s mammoth liner, whose 
efforts to create a fresh record 
will .be .followed by Britons 
everywhere with the keenest 
possible interest. Economists 
and accountants’ may argue 
about the arithmetic of the case 
to their heart’s content, but he 
must be a ‘poor-spirited .

The Germans attended the Dis- 
armaments Conference: prepared to 
disarm “to the last man and the 
last machine-gun” if other nations 
would do the same, 
They accepted a proposal which 
would give them a largq measure 
of equality in five years. When 
this was altered to cight years and 
hedged about by conditions which 
amounted in effect to indefinite 
postponement of equality, Germany 
took the self-respecting course of 
withdrawing from the conference 
and resigning. from the League of 
Nations. Her action was endorsed 
by a practically unanimous vote of 
the German people, , 
This action was hypocritically 
deplored by the Great Powers, who |:

It has 
given a new blodd to music and 
ia nervous, splendid, jictive dance 
music, It has juat so much value 
as It expresses what you want, but 
it has no comparison with serious 
music for value, 


Much Travelled 


Mr. Rubinstein has travelled 
ever ‘since he was 16 yeara old... 
Born in Poland in 1889, .he show-' 
ed packed musical ability as a boy 
and on the advice of Paderewski 
made his debut in America ut tho 
age of 16 years. being a.sensa- 
tion in that country. He has 
fativelled ever since and continual- 
ly movers about Europe or further 
afleld. ' :

Ho stated that on Juno 18 at 7.30 
p.m. the girl was being taken by an 
older girl, a neighbour, to the District 
Watchmen’s. Quarters, Taipingshan, 
to lay o complaint of having been 
assaulted when they were met by a 
district watchman who took thom to 
No, 7 Police Station. Acting on In- 
structions {rom Inapector O’Connor, 
the watchman took .the girl to the 
Government -Clvil Hospital and then 
to the Po Leung Kuk. 

Tho following morning, the defen- 
dant went to No. 7 Pollee Station and 
reported that her niece had been 
kidnapped. The nicce was tn fact the 
mui-teat, Tsang Chan.  Det-Sergt. 
telephoned Inspector O'Connor, as 
renault of which a district watchman 
wan Rent out.to intercept the woman 
before she returned home, She waa 
taken lo the office of the Sceretariat 
for.

Glel's) Statement 

The girl atated that two yenrs ogo 
she! was sold to defendant by her 
father In the country for $100. 
Shortly after the sale her father died. 
In the beginning of May this year 
she came down from the country with 
the defendant and lived at 378 
Queen's Road West, where xhe alleged 
she had to work and had been beaten 
on several occasions with pieces of 
firewood or slapped with the defen- 
dant’s hands, ; 

The girl who accompanied the mui- 
trai to the District Watchmen’s Quar- 
tern wns afraid to come to Court. to 
give evidence because the defendant 
had many clans in the Colony and 
she wan afraid of the consequences. 

Standing in the witness box her 
fnee barely looking over the top, 
Trang Chan told the Court that she 
was sold by her father because he 
had lost money in gambling and 
‘needed money to pny off debts. 

Her work with the defendant con- 
sisted of assisting in the cooking, 
carrying water, washing clothes, 
splitting firewood and massaging the 
defendant at night. At times sho 
Was given enough food to ent but not 
ulwaya, 1 : 

“The defendant bent me every day,” 
continued tho little girl. “Beatings 
in Hongkong were not so serious as 
in the country where she cut my legs 
with a knife. Here she takes me into 
a cubicle and hits me with her fists 
and pinches me with her finger nails.” 

Witness called the defendant “nat 
nni” (mistress). She had a son and 
daughter: but witness did not attend 
on them, 7 ’ 

On June 18, snid witness, she 
followed a fellow lodger to the mar- 
ket. She had never been told by the 
defendant that he was nat to gro out 
with her...On retarning she was put 
into a cubicle struck ‘on the chest 
and back and pinched by the defen- 
dant.

The girl 
hat gone out with a feHow lodger's 
child on June 18 and she was afraid 
the latter might get killed in the 
atrect. She had no witnesses to enll.

MR. STRICKLAND'S 
ROTARY TALK 


The application of the  co- 
operative system to China, cand; 
the great benefits derived by the 
small Chinese farmers by its 
adoption, were dealt with by. Mr. 
C.F. Strickland, who haa reeently 
arrived in Hongkong after a long 
‘tour in China studying the system 
at work, at yesterday's meeting 
of the Rotary Club in the Roof 
Garden of the Hongkong Hotel. 

Rotarinn M. K. Lo- presided, and 
welcomed His Excellency the Officer 
Adminintering the G nment, Sir 
Thomas Southorn K.0.5., €.M.G, and 
on behalf af the Club extended con- 
gratulntions to Tis Honour the Chief 
Justico Sir Atholl MacGregor on tho 
high honour he had received from: 
Ilis Majesty the King on the occasion 
of Ifis Majesty's birthday. 

Among the other guckts present 
were Rotrrinn C.J. McCarthy, 
(Shanghai) Messra, C. S. Archer, H. 
Rangh, Ma Man-fal, C. H. Drage and 
D : 


Mr. ickInnd said he had been 
travelling through different provinces 
in China during the past nine or ten 
montha on behalf of-the Universities 
Chinn Committee in London, a Com- 
mittee which sent Iccturers to tha 
Chinese Universities to talk to the 
students on subjects. which may or 
may not interest them (Laughter). 
These nine months had been spent 
lecturing in English and through an 
interpreter at the University of 
Nanking, and wandering round on 
the excuse of addressing locnl 
Universities. Hie also took the op- 
portunity of inspecting the excellent 
work the Government officers were 
doing in conneetion with the co-opern- 
tive rystem in China. - 


Not Quite Perfect 


“L found that the system in China 
is not too perfect,” said the spenker, 
“although it is doing a lot of good. 
Duringy my tour I found the Chinese 
were inclined to suppose that a man 
like myself, who had spent many 
years in India, was anxious to thrust 
down their throats the Indian Co- 
operative System. I had a dificult 
fight to -explain that I was only 
trying to see how the Chinese system 
was run rather than recommend the 
same system which was used else- 
where, 

“You cannot realise to what extent 
China has earried her enthusiasm for 
creating co-operative socletics, Last 
December there were something like 
15,000 socictics alrendy nnd by the 
present time, at the rate they were 
then progressing, the number must 
be well over 20,000. Anyone can 
sev that they are going aheart much 
too fast.” He continued: 

f want you to understand that my 
comments on the work they have done 
are given in a friendly spirit. The 
Chinese have come to the conclusion 
thal as an alternative to Communism 
and in erder to avoid the evils ef the 
capitalistic system there is the co- 
operative system for the smaller 
people while the capitalist concerns 
Nourish in the towns, 


The Small Farmer 


The ordinary Chinese farmer is a 
person fer whom the nationalist lead- 
ers and the leaders of Chinese banks 
are taking thought. He is a oman 
of very small acreage—a whole 


/ family working on an acre of land 


often—and he finds it difficult. to 
obtain money whien he needs it to buy 
his manure, his seeds and his animals. 
When he puts his produce in’ the 
hands of the marketing merchant he 
doex not reecive the same careful 
atlention as if he were marketing 
100 tons instead of two hundred- 
weights, 

All ‘over China now, particularly 
in the Yaugtse district small groups 
are being: formed which are trying to 
bring together money of their own 
by paying up small share instalments 
and on the joint linbility borrowing 
from ‘the Government or the Chinese 
commerein} banks, Some are getting 
their small crops together and put- 
ting them through proper treatment.

Ttut there aro diMcultics in all 
these organisations which are chiefly 
due to their trying to go too fnst. 

They ‘are building up a aystem 
which will npread over the whole of 
China which will -be of the greatest 
value to the farmer. Of all the 
farmers I have seen the Chinese 
farmer Is the best: (Hear, hear). 
That ix due to several fentures of 
his character. I found in Shanghai 
that if yo handed a group of 
Chinese In a village a few hundred 
dollars it was expected one of their 
number would try and Jay his bands 
on rome of the money and make off 
with it. But that is not true of the 
Chnese farmer. Although the 15,000 
societics all over China hayo had 
much less attention and encournge- 
ment ‘than they ought to have from 
the Government or, the unofficial 
bodies, the cases of embezzlement or 
refuanl by the small farmer to pay 
back the money hoe borrowed for his 
family .malntenance, for buying 
animals or seeds aro very much rarer 
than they aro in Indin and most other 
countries I have seen. 

I feel full of enthusiam and ad- 
miration for the way the Chinese 
farmer, who is so illiterate, nianages 
these small socictics. 


The , Hardest Lesson 

Mr. Strickland said if the farmera 
tried to manage about ten different 
aspects of the co-operative system in 
their one society it was impossible. 
It war necessary to haye one society 
for ench side of the system. That 
was the hardest lesson he had to 
drive home. 

“The renson they have tried to 
make the farmer do thnt is because 
such a aystem ix suited to Japan and 
they thought it could be applied in 
China. But the Japanese people can 
rend and write and are more capable 
of doing so. The Chinese farmer 
cannot read.and write. 

“They are now trying to manage 
their little loan groups by themeclves, 
and not from outside, with advisers 
from the Government and private 
institutions. They are getting money 
from the Chinese commercial banks 
who have been most enlightened on 
the subject.” - 

The second big diMculty in the co- 
operative movement in China, said 
Mr. StrickInnd, was in getting men 
properly trained for the Job of 
educating the Chinese farmer in the 
management of his Society. He had 
tried to persunde a certain university, 
with the help of the Government, to 
set up an atvanced training club so 
thant when men were sent out to the 
provinces .to educate the people they 
would be really suited for that work. 

The third defect in the co-operative 
system in China, said the speaker, 
was the wuy they were trying to 
apply it solely for the farmers. 
They were making it almost entirely 
a farmers’ movemegt because they 
felt he was the man in the greatest 
difficulty. 

“He is in the greatest difficulty,” 
said Mr. Strickland, “for he cannot 
market his produce and cannot obtain 
money except at very high rates. 
The same difficulty, but in a rather 
dfferent form, existed in the towns. 
There is great enthusiasm among the 
poorest classes, the student classes and 
the professional classes in the towns 
for different’ kinds of ‘co-operative 
societies similar to these in Europe, 
such ‘as housing associations, ¢o- 


“operative ~ -stores-—- and---consumers 


stores,” 

Another thing that is urgently 
necded is something to take the place 
of wring, 

Socin} Organisation 

The final class - of co-operative 
society which is found hardly any- 
where In China, but which exists on 
a large scale in Indin and Jnpan, is 
in connection with the social life. 
The ‘social organisation of Chinn has 
been broken up by the pressure of 
western conditions just as much -as 
the economic organisation. 

“If*you are offering to the people 
under the stress of western pressure 
a new method of adjusting _its 
ceonomical orgnnisation it must be 
worth while considering whether 
something could be done in the social 
field. TI do not propose that the kind 
of society I intend spenking about 
‘should take the anme form in China. 
It might not work.”

SUFFER GREATLY FROM 
FOOD SHORTAGE 


Chengtu,: June 26. 

The Reds in the vicinity of 
Mowhsien are suffering severely 
from disease, specially beri-beri, 
caused by an acute food shortage, 
uecording to ptisoners, 

Many have beor left dying on the 
rondside as the Reds continue their 
retreat to the mountnins.—Renter. 

Red Attack Repulsed 
: Canton, June 26. 

A telegram received by the 
Szechuon delegates here indicates 
that the joint Red Forces under 
Chu Teh and Hsu Halangzchin who 
started their joint attnck on 
Koonhsien from Minchuen on the 
Qist. shave been dofeated at 
Koonhsien. 

A fierce battle was fought be- 
tween the Reds and the Govern- 
ment Forces on the 22nd, Inst., the 
Reds having layached an attack 
from four different routes. At 
first it seemed that the Government 
Forces would bo overwhelmed, but 
with the arrival of Government 
reinforcements from Chengtu the 
Reds were badly defeated. . 


According to an official com- 
munique no Jess than 2,000 Reda 
were killed, while the Government 
Forces suffered more than a thou- 
sand casualties. 

It is reported that the Reds are 
now retreating towards Minchuen 
and Peichwan with Government 
forces ‘on their. heels.—Wah Kiu 
Yat Po.

They said they could: not stop it be- 
cause no one person could give o teas 


splendid marriage then his neighbour. 
The villages have now drawn up a 
list of jewellery a husband may give 
his wife and the father may give the 
daughter. Anyone who gives more is 
fined $100 by the Society, : 
These societica have spread rapidly 
in India and aro of grent value, and 
I ask you to consider whether they 
could be applied to Chinn, 
Medical Society 
In Jnpan there is & Co-operative 
Medical Society for the maintenance 
of a doctor.in rurnl areas, It works 
something on these lines. In twenty 
villages of 109 houses grouped to- 
gether each houschold pays one dollar 
n year, bringing the total collected to 
$2,000. A medical student, if the 
system roult be applied here, could 
be sent down to such a group of 
villages and would be given free 
house, free fucl, ele. That ix thu 
way the Japanese nre doing it. -— 
The co-operntive system js a 
movement of immense value to, the 
farmers, and niso to the urban 
people. It cannot be solely an official 
movement, In Chinn at. present 
there are many valuable unofficial 
institutions and great -enthusiasm, 
and they are going nahond very fast 
indeed. T think they should train 


their staff more and realize the dif- |- 


ficulties of the co-operative system 
more. Enthusiasm {s not enough; 
but they have splendid material here 
in Chinn for the Chinese fafmer and 
the Chinese townsman to. form co- 
operative societies equal to those in 
nny other part of the world. 

The vote of thanks to the speaker 
was proposed by Rotarian R. H.

Mr, Baldwin's description of the 
stages by which the Government, 
having realised that the negative 
Defence policy of: unilateral dis.

OVER-ELABORATE 


The critlelsm may perhaps be 
made that procedure war over- 
elaborate and cumbrous, and that 
it revenls a machinery which would 
not adnpt itself to the actual con-* 
duct of war, however well it func- 
tfons in the study of Defence pre- 
parations, « Although, therefore, 
we can congratulate ourselves on 
improvements made aince the pre- 
War perlod, have we yet receched 
a stage at which we should be wise

It, 1s what Mr. Baldwin meant 
when he, invited discuaston on the 
question whether ‘the appointment 
of n Minister solely reaponsible for 
the co-ordination of a Defence 
policy would be of service. 


| The arguments in favour of such 
'g course appear to be strong, for 
we should, I think, realise that the 
Government, when faced with the 
necessity of revising thelr Defence 
policy, were fortunate In being 
able to draw on the experience of 
those who either in a positive or 
negative sense, had to an unusual 
degree been concerned in Defence 
problems.

In co-ordinating the polley 
‘of the Fighting Services and in 
organising the nation as a whole 
jon a Defence basis would provide 
the Governmént, on whom = final 
decisions rest, with s Ministerial 
Adviser who had studied Defence 
problems... continuously and as o 
whole. That this would facilitate 
and expedite decision in times of 
crisis can hardly be doubted. The 
appointment would also give a 
measure of permanence to the beat 
features of the present somewhat 
fortuitous arrangements, which 
have passed a fairly satisfactory 
+ test, 


I suppose that Mr, Baldivin’s in- 
vitation leaves open to discussion 
the more ambitious project. of 
amalgamating.the Service. Depart- 
ments into a single : 
Ministry, but I did not understand 
him to mean that the Government 
contemplated such 1 course, for 
which at the moment we certainly 
are not ready, and which, if 
hurriedly adopted, would lend to 
dangerous. confusion. Even if 
amalgamation were ever consider- 
ed practicable, an immense amount 
of preliminary detailed investiga- 
[tion and training of personnel 
vould obviously be necessary. As 
an Ideal it is not without its 'at- 
traction, but many ideals are un- 
attainable owing to the limitations 
of human capacity and human

now the practice of most players to 
rely entirely on defence and to fear 
to use scoring Ahots, whereas the old 
custom, except among super-back- 
players, Was to attack the bowling, 
on the principle that since an Innings 
could not last Jong much should be
